Regarding claims 1-14, the prior art of record fail to teach or suggests a time slot 
progressing comprising a time slot characterizing information formed by multiple pulses and the 
multiple pulses is used to identify one of N time slots which is evaluated by the data carrier. 

The prior art of record teaches transmitting time slot progressing information for 
changing the current time slot to a next time slot but is silent on teaching the limitation as 
claimed in using the pulses to identify the particular time slot as claimed..
